DULLES SAYS U.S. 
MILITARY WILL 
THWART ANY RED 
TRY AT FORMOSA

DENVER (iP—Secretary of State

Top Secret Talks 
Dulles,

Vice 
President Nixon and other m em ­ 
bers of the National Security Coun­ 
cil m et for three hours in extra­ 
ordinary session for top secret dis­ 
cussion of th# Com m unist menace 
abroad — particularly in the Far 
E ast. 
Dulles hinted In advance of that 
m eeting that the council might 
reach a decision as to precise U S. 
policy on the question of whether

to effective defense of Formosa. 
Up To Military 
Dulles told newsmen that “ in 
the first instance” that ie a ques­ 
tion for A m erica's m ilitary chiefs 
to decide.

not necessarily follow it. 
Adm. Arthur W. Radford, chair­ 
m an of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
is the m ilitary m em ber of the coun­ 
cil and he was on hand for yes­ 
terday’s m eeting — the first ever 
held outside Washington. 
But w hat he recom m ended with 
respect to Qu#moy — and what 
the council decided — rem ained a

by 
plane last night. 
7th Fleet Has Orders 
The U.S. 7th Fleet is under long­ 
standing orders to protect For- 
osa, the island bastion of the Chi­ 
nese N ationalists, from any as­ 
sault by the Chinese Reds. 
The big unanswered question has 
been — and still is—w hether those 
orders also call for defense of 
Quemoy, which has been under 
shellfire 
attack 
from 
the 
Red 
m ainland. 
Dulles, who flew here from the 
F ar E ast yesterday, repeatedly de­ 
clined to say categorically Just 
w hat orders the 7th Fleet may 
have received, or will receive, in 
connection with Quemoy. 
"T hat obviously would not be in 
the national interest,” the secre­ 
tary declared. He did add: 
"I think that the question of the 
defense of Quemoy is prim arily 
a m atter related to the defense of 
Form osa, and it is being consid­ 
ered and studied in th a t light.” 
His assertion that A m erican mil­ 
itary m ight can turn back any Red 
Chinese assault on Form osa came 
in response to a question as to 


whether the United States has any 
plan for retaking Formosa if it 
should fall to the Communists 
He termed the possibility of such 
a development "so totally and ut­ 
terly remote” that he doubts such 
a plan exists. 
Then Dulles w ent on to say: 
"I am convinced, in the light of 
all I know, that it is not possible 
for the Chinese Communists, under 
any circum stances, to take F or­ 
mosa as against such opposition as 
we would interpose.” 
In reply to another 
question, 
Dulles said the United States is 
com m itted to defense of Form osa, 
but that he diln’t know whether 
that would require air and ground 
forces In addition to the 7th Fleet. 
Atty. Gen. 
Brownell and FB I 
Chief Hoover cam e to Denver to 
tell Eisenhower about their plans 
for use of the new anti-Commu- 
nist legal weapons provided by the 
83rd Congress. 
Brownell called them "pow erful 
weapons,” and added: 
"I would like to say that the 
aim of the adm inistration in this 
area is to utterly destroy the Com­ 
m unist party U. S. A., and its 
a c t i v i t i e s within the United 
States.”

SPRUCE OF 15 
AT CRITICAL AGE 


Spruce trees, for some strange 
reason, reach a critical point In 
life at 15 years of age, or w*hen 
their trunk diameter approaches 
four inches at breast, height. It is 
then 
that 
they 
become 
highly 
vulnerable to a twig blight called 
Cytospora, according to Robert A. 
Bartlett, of the Bartlett Tree Ex­ 
perts. 
All varieties tff spruce, including 
the commem white and Norway, 
are affected by the disease, but it 
is most damaging to such orna­ 
mentals as Colorado blue and Hos­ 
ier’s blue. Cytospora begins at the 
tip of a twig and works back in 
the tissue just beneath the bark 
into the branches and trunk. In­ 
variably the lower branches are at­ 
tacked first. A pitchy exudate ap­ 
pears along the twigs and limbs. 
The fungus seldom kills the tree 
outright, but within a few years it 
can so mar ‘he appearance that 
the tree mus*, be removed. 
The incidence of Cytospora in­ 
fection is elos-iy related to weaklier 
in a tree. Best preventive is to 
mulch all spruces with peat moss, 
leaf mold or other organic material 
as they approach the critical age 
and size, and to keep them liberally 
fed. 
Mulches prevent loss of moisture 
and overheating of the soil around 
the roots during the hot, dry sum­ 
mers. Most spruces, especially Nor­ 
way. are heavy feeders and demand 
considerable moisture. 


Chrysanthemums 
Need Care Now 


Check your hardy garden chry­ 
santhemums now to make sure they 
are coming along well. Lanky stems 
will need staking before the flower 
buds gain too much weight. The 
foliage should be an even, rich 
dark green from bottom to top. 
If there should be any decided 
mottling on the lower leaves with 
the veins remaining dark green 
and the intervening space light or 
yellowish green, the chances are 
that the soil lacks magnesium. To 
make up this shortage dissolve one- 
quarter pound of epsom salts, avail­ 
able from "ny drugstore, in ten 
quarts of water and pour over the 
soil around the affected plants. 
Apply just enough to moisten the 
root area, as an excess may be 
worse than the moderate lack of 
this important minor plantfood.
